from President Eisenhower, Kennedy requested a full report on th« 
operation and its background from CIA Director Allen W. Dulles. 


They got together at 9-25 a. m for a scheduled two-hour confer- 


ence at the Atlantic shore homa 
of the president-elect's 
parents.

How fo Elect f fie President 


The lack of a majority of popular votes 


for Sen. John Kennedy in the recent presi- 
dential election, and the possibility for a 
while that he might not even have a plu- 
rality while still winning with a majority of 
electoral votes, has reopened the periodic 
agitation to abolish the electoral college. 
But the problem is to find something bet- 
ter. 


The electoral college was conceived at 


a time when there was considerable back- 
ing for the feeling that the ordinary citizen 
wasn't really intellectually equipped to 
elect a president of the United States. In- 
stead he was asked to vote for a slate of 
men of stature in his own state and they 
were supposed to meet and decide, on a 
Platonic level of government, who would 
make the best president and vice president. 
Universal male suffrage, even in voting for 
the electoral college delegates, was un- 
heard of until the election of 1828. Require- 
ments of property ownership were accepted 
as quite proper. 


Obviously VK? have come a long way 


from this idea. There probably is only a 
handful of people in each state, the electors 
themselves and newsmen who have had to 
list them, who even know who the dele- 
gates to the electoral college are. Their 
names no longer appear on the ballot. The 
average American, when he casts his vote, 
is quite under the impression that he is 
voting for a man for president, not a group 
of men who will get together a month later 
and choose someone. And that is the prac- 
tical way in which it works out. Very' rarely 
has an elector refused to vote officially at 
the meeting of the electoral college for the 
man his delegation was pledged to back. 


However, as this election has indicated, 


there is a possibility that a candidate could 
get a plurality of the popular vote and still 
lose in the electoral college simply because 
a state's electoral votes cannot reflect any- 
thing except the majority vote in each 
state. As Vice President Nixon pointed out 
when he questioned the protesting of vote 
decisions in several key states, a lack of 


majority of electoral votes for either can- 
didate would result in the unpledged dele- 
gations from Mississippi and Alabama vir- 
tually having the right to pick the next 
president although their lack of enthusiasm 
for either candidate certainly does not re- 
flect the opinion around the country. 


A switch to actually electing a presi- 


dential candidate by popular vote also has 
handicaps. In this election, for instance, 
the outcome would still be in doubt. Cam- 
paigns would press even harder than now 
upon the big city voters who are thought to 
be more amenable to machine control than 
those in small towns or rural areas. A few 
states with heavy populations might come 
to control the choice of an executive. This 
newspaper has opposed area representa- 
tion in the state but that related to the 
choice of legislative members rather than 
to an executive officer. Since there is only 
one executive officer he should be con- 
cerned with the problems of every area. 


Another plan under consideration for 


years is to award electoral votes of each 
state on a percentage basis according to the 
popular vote within each state. This would 
serve to make the electoral vote reflect 
more closely the total popular vote but 
there are other dangers. A splinter party, 
represented in only one state, could take 
away enough electoral votes actually to 
change the outcome of the election al- 
though that party might have no following 
anywhere else in the nation. More power 
for bargaining and vote trading would ob- 
viously be handed to the small parties 
which really do not figure today in the na- 
tional election. 


Sen. 
Mike Mansfield has proposed 


changes from the electoral college but so 
far details of his plan have not been made 
public. There certainly are handicaps in the 
electoral college system and its original in- 
tent no longer is applicable but the results, 
over-all, have been remarkably successful. 
We must be sure another means actually 
offers something better before we throw it 
away.

Must a Child Lead Them? 


There is something appalling about the 


ethical values of a society which must rely 
upon four 6-year-old girls to bring about 
the orders of the United States Attorney 
General based upon the decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court. 


Of course, it can be argued that the first 


grade youngsters were chosen by those 
forcing the test against segregation in 
Louisiana because they least likely would 


draw violence. If four Negro high school 
boys had been picked to attend school with 
white pupils in New Orleans there probably 
would have been kidnappings, beatings and 
perhaps even murder. The most extreme 
rabble rousers will hesitate to throw a 
stone at a 6-year-old girl. 


But the whole affair is a reflection upon 


the mores of a society in which little chil- 
dren must be sent first into the fray if right 
is to be done and the big battles avoided. 


Appo/nfmenfs by the Governor 


During the closing days of the cam- 


paign Gov. Nelson proposed a'state law 
making confirmation of appointments that 
require Senate action automatic unless the 
Senate acts within 60 days. Appointments 
made while the Senate is not in session 
would not become final until 60 days after 
the Senate had reconvened. 


When the governor made his sugges- 


tion there was a possibility that the Demo- 
crats would hold control of the Assembly 
and gain control of the Senate. However, 
this was not to be. The governor now is 
looking ahead to appointments with Repub- 
lican control of both houses of the legisla- 
ture. What this means is that there is very 
little chance for the governor to secure en- 
actment of his 60-day law on appointments 
and probably more trouble ahead in getting 
his appointments confirmed. 


Nevertheless the governor's proposal 


appears to be a sound one. Appointments to 
state office are matters of importance not 
only to the appointees and to the active 
political parties but also to the general

The unhealthy concentration in 


the current campaign on the 
state of our prestige in the world, 
as opposed to our strength or our 
weakness, our wisdom or our 
stupidity, our policies or our lack 
of them, is becoming a disease. 


It would appear that having 


been subjected for years to clev- 
er 
commercial 
techniques of 


selling and persuading, we have 
at last succumbed to them, and 
that we now weigh the appear- 
ance—the "image"—more heav- 
ily than the reality. It is not 
whether the reality is good or 
bad it is whether the reality is 
even considered. 


Sen. Kennedy has tried to 


make much of the image of the 
United States abroad, an image 
he contends is defaced and tar- 
nished. He said recently that a 
poll taken in ten countries show- 
ed that only in Greece (he does 
not name the other nine) was the 
prestige of this country greater 
than that of the Soviet Union. 
How does one "poll" a country 
on such a question? Surely this 
is poll taking gone mad. 


Now the State Department-has 


become involved in the matter. 
A Congressman from California 
is demanding an investigation to 
find out whether the government

It cannot be separ- 
ated from our actions and be 
captured in a tank, like happy 
gas. to be released in specific 
quantities when our fortunes are 
low. 


We have not forgotten the 


alarm and humiliation generally 
left when the Russians sent the 
first sputnik into space. It was 
an extraordinary 
achievement 


for them and gathered them 
prestige at our expense. It also 
set us to developing a branch of 
our own technology which W'e 
had hitherto neglected. As we 
have developed it. our prestige in 
this field has naturally risen, 
w 
pell reflected, for example, in 


serious foreign newspapers. 


Prestige can be a symptom of 


national soundness or decay, but 
it can never 'be a cause. Sen. 
Kennedy gives the impression he 
would worry more about the 
flaking paint on the house than 
he would about the solidity of its 
foundations or the strength of 
its beams.

Can't Convert 


They can't take rubles out of 


the Soviet Union. They can't con- 
vert them into gold—whether they 
be the present rubles or the new 
ones which strictly at home will 
be worth 10 of the old rubles. 
Businessmen aren't 
allowed to 


convert rubles freely into the cur- 
rency of their oun lands. 


Business transactions of the So- 


viet Union with the Western world 
will still be strictly on a barter 
basis. 
Example: The U.S.S.R. 


trades Cuba so much oil and ma- 
chinery in exchange for so much 
sugar. And if the U.S.S.R. grants 
ruble credits to nations in Africa 
and Asia they must use the rubles 
to buy Soviet machinery or tech- 
nical aid. 


Worth More 


In gold, the new Soviet move 


means siinph that the heavy ruble 
is said to be worth some four 
times as much as the present one 
—that is, 0 98 grams of gold for 
the new one against 0.22 grams 
lor the old. Only, just try to get 
the gold. 


Stripped of the usual Commu- 


nist hocus-pocus, this is devalua- 
tion. It is like the talk of the de- 
valuation 
of the 
dollar which 


stirred Europe a few weeks back 
to pay premium prices for gold. 
The United States was supposed 
to cut the value of the dollar by 
raising the price of gold, now $35 
an ounce. The United States didn't 
and no one seriously expects it to. 
If it ever shoul dit would be de- 
valuing the dollar. 


The U.S.S.R. is raising its price 


for gold—thus doing the devalua- 
tion of the ruble, while the United 
States isn't devaluing the dollar. 


In the Soviet Union itself, the 


changeover simply means that a 
Russian can turn in 10 of his old 
rubles and gel a single new one. 
That's roughly similar to what 
France did a while back when 
it wanted to lop some of the top-j 
heavy zeros off its paper francs. I

Farmers Express Concern in 
Less Labor With Livestock

Larger farm businesses, greater 


responsibilities in government, in- 
creased participation in commun- 
ity activities, and a great desire 
for more leisure time have caused 
many farmers to become increas- 
ingly concerned about livestock 
enterprises requiring less labor. 
The successful fanner of tomor- 
row must devote more time ac- 
quainting himself with new tech- 
nology (insecticides, feed addi- 
tives, etc.) and must assume a 
greater responsibility for leader- 
ship in farm organizations. 


In choosing livestock enterprises 


most farmers are primarily inter- 
ested In maximizing the return to 
the farm as a whole. It is recog- 
nized that in doing so, concern 
must be shown the long range 
productivity of the soil. Conserva- 
tion of the soil is of great im- 
portance in the selection of crop 
and livestock enterprises. 


The following tables referring 


to return per hour and acre il- 
lustrate some of the comparative 
income opportunities the farmer 
should consider when deciding 
which enterprise to select in fu- 
ture expansion plans and in ad- 
justing to the changes in agri- 
culture in other ways. 


Compare Enterprises 


In comparing the various enter- 


prises on a farm, we find that with 
milk production at 350 pounds 
B.F. per cow, we will have a net 
rate of $1 per hour if shipping 
on a Grade A market, and 70 
cents an hour for a Grade B 
market; feeder cattle being fat- 
jtened from 450 pounds to 1,000 


Ibs. gives a net rate per hour ol 
$1.90; a beef cow herd in which 
we would be selling 450 pound 
calves, and assuming that we 
have a 90 per cent calf crop, will 
give a net rate of 45 cents per 
hour. 


A sheep enterprise in which we 


raise l'/i lambs per ewe and eight 
pounds of fleece per ewe gives 
the highest net rate of $3 per hour. 


A hog enterprise raising seven 


pigs per litter and fattening to 
225 pounds gives a net rate ot 
$2 45 per hour, and if we com- 
pare a dairy operation in which 
the cows are producing at a level 
of 420 pounds B.F. and we are 
shipping on a Grade A market, 
the net rate would be about $1 75 
]per hour, compared with $1 per
